Cuvonoronu A8 AN AauxT ror DEsTROYING
ae Paa Bvo—The Ohbio Furmer has an
article from the pen of Professor Kirtlsnd, in
which chloroform is recommended for de-
stroying the larve of this pest, This agent
Lins been thoroughly tested by the Professor,
and the following plan adopted:
The sgis of that insect are deposited in the
pea while it is yot young and tender. About
the period when the pods beeome dry, the
ung larve are hatched, and commence
P'Mﬂln on the cotyledon of the vegeta-
blr That Is the momeut to be improved for
wrresting the progress of the evil. The
seeds should be shelled from the pods, aud
lnced in 8 sultable bottle, closed vessel or
x. Op them should be sprinkled ofow
drops of chloroform, which shiould be exten-
sively shaken, This should then be corked,
and every specimen of insect in it will prob-
ably be destroyed in twenty minutes’ time;
hm to render the ip pnrt‘unf successful,
it is well to continue the pens in their in-
closure for twenty-four hours or longer, Seed
thus treated, will show on examindtion
a mere speck it the point, ocoupied by the
young worm, But the advantage o this
prooess will be wost observable when the
plants from these peas make their
growth next senson. They will be fur more
vigorous and bealthy than thoso starting
from seeds which have been extensively ex-
cavated by that depredator, By this method
we can snnually preserve the seeds and per-
petuate the cnitivation of the fine varicties
of this vegetable, in this vicinity, without
resorting to foreign importations,

Covrivarios oF Rve von PastuRe axp
Crov~Thut excelient farmer and writer,
Willinm H, Ladd, of Jefferson County, Ohio,
says in a recent letter to the Ohio Farmer
Havin just returned from a walk in the
fields, T feel disposed to pen a fow items.
We have had beautiful growing weather, und
my stock have plenty of gr though the
wosther is now cold, the thermometer for
several days past r:mgmg from thirty to forty
degrees, We sowed nbout twelve acres in
rye, among the stauding corn in eighth mo,
last, and it has afforded abundant pasture for
my ewes, whenever |t was suitable for thcm
to be upon it thmu the winter and spring
nud lllr)o ave had but little grain

&ey have kept in good order and
rnimi thair Inmba first rate,

It hoe been my practice, after the lhee[
had fed upon this earl -aown rye till the fifth
of the fifth mo,, to plow it under and plant
eorn agnin in the same ground; but laet year
I took the sheep off the lenth of fifth mo., and

let the rye grow. It was fed very ¢ lose, but
there had been a heavy cont of manure
plowed under the sod, snd this urged the
plaat to o vigorous gruwll.: and the result
wus an excellent crop, hemﬁult Iate cnuu;,h
to escape destruction by the frost, 1shall
take the shesp off the first of fifth mo, this
yuar, and antlcipate a good crop.
Rusnoy ror Suonr Pasrouus.—~Those who
have but & limited range of rru!ure and keep
stock enough to crop it well, are almost al
the mercy of the wenthcr 'If there chauee
to be fuvoring rains, and good seagon for the
growth of grass and clover, all is well; but
if, ns frequently ocours, there comes a long
period of drouth, the browned fikls already
closely cropped, suffer severely, having little
to protect the roots from ¢ full power of
tlie sun, and the cattle suffer yet more. The
milk pl\ill show serious diminution, the
dairyi m profits aimuk and the stock fall off
when eg should gaining. A severe
cheel of this kind will 'lm felt too throvgh-
onl the seuson, for much of the pasture may
‘Summer ‘kllled.,' and the full flow of
milk enn hardly be regained. This may be
guarded -E'-.lmut by putting in a small plot of
corn, sorghum, millet or other suitable crop
for cutilug n.mi feeding green, An ncre of
corn sown broadeastnow, will very soon yield
lnﬂlcienl.lo ve great relief to the short
pusture, not nacuur{ to stable the
cows; cut a good supply for them, and foed
night and mominf before they leave the
nrd they will eat it with n relish, and make
ple returos in the milk pans and the
dmru Even if the threaténed drought
should not come, snd sbundance of griss
should grow, the soiling crop need not be
lost. Cut at the proper season, and properly
cured, it will not come amiss next winter.—
American Agriculturist,

Nos-Amsorrriox o Raiw sy Luaves—It
lias always been thought thet the rain water
which fulls upon the leaves and stems of
vegetubles is gradually absorbed, and nour-
inhes the plant. 1t appears, however, that
this opinion is merely instinetive, and when
tested by careful experimrnt, it proves un-
founded, as is shown by a small paper lately
priblished by M. Duchartre. For four years,
this author has endeavored to discover, by
direct experiment, whether or no such ab-
sorption takes plun The plants submitted
to these experiments were in pots, their
stema and leaves belng exposed to the rain,
while the roots were prevented from nbsorb-
ing any moisture, being hernfetically closed
up in the pot.  All the plants submitted to
this kind of investigation, gave similar re-
fults after remaining exposed to the rain,
sometines for eightoen consecutive hours,
they showed no |noreue in weight; indeed,
In pome cases, { ppeared to have ex-
perienced a alight dimisution.— Lendon Pho-
tographic News,
